Flea markets, yard sales, garage 
sales... they are not a paradise for in- 
formation if you need a bona fide writ- 
ten appraisal on your antiques or items 
accumulated throughout the years. 
This is true for many of the same rea- 
sons one should avoid auction apprais- 
als. (See the last issue of The Romulus 
News regarding auction appraisals.) 

Bona fide antique appraisers are 
not flea-market/yard-sale people. 
They are professional people known 


_as ‘estate appraisers’ or specialists 


either in a broad area, such as antiques 

Or Coins, Or in a narrow area, such as 

icons, Orientals, oil paintings, etc. 
Again, | stress this point — antique 

shops and resale shops that have dealt 
in antiques for over ten years (at the 
same location) are where you find the 

Knowledgeable appraiser willing to 

give you that ‘written statement’ about 

value. If they don’t, move on ’til you 
find those that will. 

What you wi// find at a flea market/ 
yard sale Is: 

e Avery friendly and feastive atmos- 
phere as you wander around |ook- 
ing over all the various commodi- 
ties, trinkets, junk and just plain 
trash. 

e Many so-called ‘experts’ waiting 
and wanting your hard-earned 
money for their (‘one of a kind, 
‘only one left, ‘belonged to my 
great-grandmother, ‘worth more 
than it’s priced, ‘Il never intended 
to sell this but | need the money 
because my grandmother is sick’) 
so-called ‘antiques. A misnomer 
99% of the time and astory all the 
time. 


A possible ‘hidden treasure’ un- 
derneath or behind all that junk 
just waiting to be discovered by 
you with a price tag that will take 
your breath away, and of course, 
the story. 

e The same dealers and pickers that 
pushed you out of the way as you 
tried to buy that very item at an- 
other place — now trying to sell or 
trade it to you for an outlandish 
price or offering low prices for their 
‘mistakes.’ 

e Peddlers with items from their 
homes, garages, etc., and/or what 
they got from the roadside on gar- 
bage day — mostly overpriced for 
quality and condition or under- 
priced to entice you to pay them to 
haul their junk away. 

e The unbelievable amount of buyers 
that are destined to be next year’s 
peddlers because they are oblivi- 
ous to the make-up of most flea 
markets and yard sales or what- 
ever catchy name that lures the 
public to part with their cash for 
trash. 

Tip for today: Stay away from flea 
markets, yard sales and the like if you 
are searching for appraisals. Enjoy 
them if you are looking for quantity 
and have nothing else to do with your 
time and/or money.

Hay fever is the common term for 
allergic rhinitis. The usual symptoms of 
allergic rhinitis are: itching, teary eyes, 
runny nose, sneezing, and scratchy 
throat. Allergic rhinitis affects 10% to 
20% of the population, which repre- 
sents approximately 30 million people. 
Hay fever is caused by contacts with 
allergens, the most common of which 
are pollen, mold spores, dust, animal 
dander and feathers. These allergens 
usually enter the body when the patient 
takes a breath. The term ‘hay fever 
came from the widespread discomfort 
that was experienced by farm workers 
during the harvesting and haying in 
late summer. 

Allergic rhinitis may be seasonal 
or last throughout the year. Its occur- 
rence depends on which allergens the 
patient is allergic to and when the al- 
lergens are present in the environment. 
In spite of its name, hay fever does not 
cause a temperature elevation. Aller- 
gic rhinitis is not contagious. 

Allergens are substances which 


cause allergies. Usually these allergic — 


reactions are not life threatening. The 
body produces antibodies to protect 
itself from foreign substances which 
are inhaled. 

People who suffer from allergic 
rhinitis experience the signs of aller- 
gies as aresult of the allergen-antibody 
combination. Allergies tend to cluster 
in families. lf one member of a family 
has allergies it is likely that other 
members of the family do also. 

The causative mechanism of aller- 
gic rhinitis is a chain of events. Aller- 
gens contact the mucus membrane of 
the eyes, nose and throat after they are 
inhaled. The body produces allergic 
antibodies, which attach to mast cells 
in the mucus membranes. The combi- 
nation causes the mast cells to release 
chemicals such as histamine into the 


blood stream. These chemicals cause ~ 


the symptoms of allergic rhinitis. 

Skin tests are the easiest way to 
find out which allergens are responsi- 
ble for the problem. A small amount of 
allergen is injected into the skin. If the 
area swells and becomes red, the pa- 
tient is allergic to that allergen. Usually 
an allergist does the skin testing. 


There are many medications that 
usually reduce or eliminate the symp- 
toms of hay fever. Antihistamines are 
the most commonly used class of 
drugs. They compete with histamines 
for mast-cell receptor sites or anti- 
bodies, and so prevent histamines 
from causing the allergic rhinitis. 
Antihistamines vary in their effective- 
ness from patient to patient. Some- 
times several antihistamines must be 
tried before a satisfactory drug can be 
found for the patient. After the contin- 
ued use of antihistamines the patient’s 
body frequently becomes desensitized 
and the antihistamine becomes less 
effective in relieving the symptoms of 
hay fever. Another antihistamine must 
then be found. Most physicians spend 
a significant amount of their time in 
thought, finding and refinding the right 
antihistamine for patients with aller- 
gic rhinitis. 

All medications have side effects. 
The most common side effect of anti- 
histamines is drowsiness. Therefore, 
if you become tired after taking an an- 
tihistamine, you should avoid activi- 
ties which require mental alertness 
like driving or working around moving 
machinery. Alcohol and tranquilizers 
should be avoided when taking an 
antihistamine. 

Cromolyn sodium is an effective 
drug which prevents allergic attacks. 
Corticoid steroids are the strongest 
treatment for allergic rhinitis. They 
also have the most severe side effects. 

It is possible to test a patient and 
find out to which allergens he is sensi- 
tive. A serum of these allergens can 
be developed and given in increasing 
doses. This prevents the release of 
histamines and other substances from 
mast cells. Usually, because of the dif- 
ficulty involved, this is used after other 
forms of therapy have been ineffective. 

It is best whenever possible to 
avoid the allergens which are the 
cause of the problem. Hot, breezy 
summer afternoons offer the highest 
pollen count. Pollen count is lower 
when the weather cools or rain occurs 
early in the morning. Almost inevitably, 
the hay-fever sufferer will be more 
comfortable in the city than in the 
country because of the increased pol- 
len in the country. Air conditioning fil- 
ters out most allergens, especially if 
the filters are changed frequently. 
Sometimes a filtering face mask is 
helpful. Some people are so severely 
affected that they move to an area with 
a lower pollen count. 

Damp woods should be avoided 
because of the spores in them. News- 
papers should be disposed of properly. 
Feather pillows and down quilts and 
jackets should also be avoided. To 
avoid spores, don’t rake leaves or 
spread mulch. The house should be 
dehumidified and antimildew sprays 


used. Air conditioning helps a lot. If 
the patient is sensitive to animal dan- 
der or dust, pets may need to be re- 
moved from the house. Possibly, the 
pet will have to be kept outside. 

Several things help to eliminate 
dust. Mattresses, springs and pillows 
Should be covered with a washable 
vinyl cover. Dust venetian blinds, vac- 
uum and wet mop frequently. Maintain 
clean filters in the air conditioning 
and heating systems of the house. 

In summary, allergic rhinitis is a 
frequently seen condition which can 
be significantly improved with the- 
treatments currently available. If you 
have these symptoms, contact your 
physician and work with him at devel- 
oping a program that is best for you. 


PCHA GETS 
ACCREDITATION 


Fred E. Blair, Chief Executive Offi- 
cer of Peoples Community Hospital 
Authority (PCHA) announced that the 
five hospitals of PCHA have been 
granted full, three-year accreditation 
by the Joint Commission of Accredita- 
tion of Hospitals (JCAH). 

Accreditation is a formal recogni- 
tion that the hospitals substantially 
comply with optimal standards in all 
areas Of operation. The PCHA hospi- 
tals are: Annapolis Hospital in Wayne, 
Beyer Memorial Hospital in Ypsilanti, 
Heritage Hospital in Taylor, Outer Drive 
Hospital in Lincoln Park and Seaway 
Hospital in Trenton. 

In May, the hospitals were each 
visited by a three-person survey team 
from JCAH who reviewed records; met 
with physicians, board members, ad- 
ministrators and health professionals; 
inspected the facilities; evaluated poli- 
cies and procedures; and studied all 
aspects of patient care. During the two 
days of intensive study, each hospital 
was evaluated against a lengthy set of 
criteria established by JCAH. The re- 
sults of the survey earned PCHA hos- 
pitals three-year accreditation, the

maximum period of accreditation that 
is granted. 

In order to correct any minor defi- 
ciencies found, and because JCAH 
standards continue to be refined and 
adapted to-reflect the changing prac- 
tice of medicine, JCAH also submits to 
the hospitals lists of suggestions for 
improvement. 

Hospitals are not required to under- 
go JCAH inspection. PCHA hospitals 
voluntarily participate in the process 
as a means of obtaining objective re- 
view of facilities and patient care, and 
obtaining the highly recognized seal 
of approval that is synonymous with 
JCAH accreditation. 

Joint Commission survey teams 
are composed of a physician, hospital 
administrator, and registered nurse 
who are trained to evaluate the hospi- 
tal based on a strict set of criteria. 
JCAH is governed by representatives 
of five national health care organiza- 
tions: the American College of Physi- 
cians, the American College of Sur- 
geons, the American Dental Associa- 
tion, the American Hospital Associa- 
tion and the American Medical Asso- 
ciation.

The only way to detect high 
blood pressure is through regular 
blood-pressure tests like the tests of- 
fered at Annapolis. 

Screening for high blood pressure 
is a simple and painless procedure, 
requiring only about 10 minutes of the 
person’s time. If hypertension is dis- 
covered, the illness can be treated 
through such means as diet, exercise

The Public Works 
Commission seems to be having some 
problems with the County sewer 
drains. According to the Mayor, the 
odor from some of these drains is 
enough to knock a horse off its feet.

- seems to be an ongoing situation with 
anything Wayne County does lately, 
especially regarding the City of Rom- 
ulus. Look at the weed situation, for 
instance, or the poor conditions of all 
County roads in this city. 

This time, though, the County may 
be headed for trouble. Councilman 
Pennington handed in a resolution to 
the Council, and it was approved over- 
whelmingly. It is stiff, and, if followed 
through with, could be very effective. It 
is an old saying that, if you can’t hurt 
someone any other way, hit them in the 
wallet. That is exactly what this resolu- 
tion does. 

The resolution reads as follows: 

Whereas, the County Drains in the 
City of Romulus are in deplorable con- 
dition causing great hardship for the 
residents who live in proximity to such 
drains, and 

Whereas, the City of Romulus has 
requested and implored the County of 
Wayne to fulfill its responsibility in 


maintaining these drains in an effi- 
cient manner, and 

Whereas, the City of Romulus has 
the responsibility to protect the health 
and welfare of its citizens, and intends 
to do so in whatever manner it must, 
and_ 

Whereas, work on drains with the 
County Drain Districts are under the 
sole purview of the County of Wayne, 

Now therefore be it resolved that 
the City of Romulus officially notifies 
the County of its demand for a worka- 
ble program of drain maintenance and 
improvement within the City of Romu- 
lus to be presented within the next 90 
days, 

And further resolves that if such 
program is not proposed within 90 
days, the City of Romulus will under- 
take the project itself and deduct the 
cost of same from the distributions of 
County taxes paid by the citizens of 
Romulus.

Rule #1 — CompatiBiILITY 
Every now and then, you'll see a 
Coleco Adam Computer system for 


sale. It originally came with everything. 


you need to compute with, including 
the printer, for under $500. Unfortu- 
nately, it did not sell well, and Coleco 
discontinued it. You can now find them 
selling for a fraction of the cost. The 
problem is, you. can't use programs 
(instructions) from any other comput- 
er. The company doesn’t make them 
anymore, so it is really a dodo bird. 
When you're looking for a computer, 
look for one that .has lots and lots of 
programs written for it. The more pro- 
grams there are, the more people buy 
it, and therefore the more programs 
that are written for it. 

Rule #2 — AffordaBILITY 


No matter how great the computer 


is, if you can’t afford it, then it just sits 
in the store window. Generally, try to 
buy the best you can afford. Occasion- 
ally, you'll have a friend who wants to 
sell you his computer at a ‘low, low 
price.’ If it’s dirt cheap (half the origi- 
nal current selling price or /ess) and 
they still make programs for it, then 
buy it! Especially if you’re just getting 
into computers. It'll be a good way to 
learn and you can always give it to the 
kids or someone else if you decide to 
get a better one, or decide computers 
aren't for you. Remember, computers 
are constantly being upgraded — if 
you pay top dollar, you'll never be able 
to get your money out of it. 
Rule #3 — ReliaBILITY 

As in any purchase, try to buy a 
computer that can be fixed without 
having to send it across the U.S. or 
overseas. Acommon computer usually 
has lots of parts available, and lots of 
people who can service it. Even if you 
don’t know anything about a comput- 
er, find out If it can be purchased at a 
different dealer, just in case your deal- 
er doesn’t have the parts. If no one else 
carries parts then you had better look 
somewhere else. With printers espe- 
cially, try to buy a name brand unless 
you get a great ‘deal.’ We have a printer 
in our store that we’ve given lots and 
lots of use for about 11 years, and it 
still looks new! : 3 
Rule #4 — ExpandaBILITY 

The most common ‘thing we hear 
is, “Oh, | only need a computer to do 
such and such.” Our experience shows 
that, very shortly, most.people want to 
do more than they originally planned. 
Why? Because after they-use it, they 
become more aware of just what a 
computer can do, and then they want 
to take advantage of it. So Rule #4 — 
probably the most important — is 
don’t buy it if you can’t expand it! 
What do | mean when | say expand? 
Make sure that you can add more 
memory or storage capabilities, make 
it go faster, add a light pen (a special 


—_~ 


pen that allows you to ‘write’ on the 
computer screen), a bar-code reader 
(like they have at the stores), or an- 
other printer, or hook up to another 
computer through the phone. The list 
is endless, and so are the uses of a 
computer. 
Rule #5 — AvailaBlILITY 

| almost forgot this one, but don’t 
you forget! When the new computers 
come out, the most common phase 
you'll hear is, “They’re gonna have 
such and such to go with it.” Maybe, 
but | doubt it. Time has shown that 
‘vaporware’ (you know, things that 
arent really there) is a commonly 
promised, but rarely delivered, item. 
Don’t buy a computer thinking that a 
certain program or device is going to 
be developed for it. If the computer 
doesn’t sell, it won't be around, and 
neither will the ‘vaporware. Those 
funny little sayings like ‘a bird in the 
hand ...’ and such are not so funny 
after you’ve invested hundreds or even 
thousands of dollars on equipment, 
only to have it discontinued because 
of alack of interest. Let someone else 
be on the ‘leading edge’; you be the 
‘tried and true.’ If you think | never buy 
the ‘latest, well, think again. I’ve been 
stung so many times it’s pitiful. But if 
we could just learn from these five 
simple rules, we’ll do just fine. 

| hope this will help you some. 
Remember to look at a computer’s 
aBILITY before you buy! 


BLISTERS 
CALLOUSES 
COULD BE 
DANGEROUS

This month | will talk about some 
common foot problems that everyone 
comes across at one time or another. 

Blisters are fluid-filled cushions 
that form when the top layer of skin is 
damaged by friction from shoes and/or 
socks. To prevent blisters, you can 
wear well-fitting socks and shoes and 
keep your feet dry. The treatment fora 
blister is to either remove the cause, 
change shoes, or treat the blister. Do 
not break the blister — it can lead to 
an infection. Let it break on its own 
and then treat it with soap and water, 
topical antibiotic ointment and a band- 
aid. 

Corns are small areas of thickened 


dead skin that develop as a way to pro- 


tect underlying tissue which rubs up 
against protruding bones or when two 
bones rub together. A hard corn is a 
cone-shaped mass that is usually 
found on the tops of toes. A soft corn 
is amoist, rubbery mass that is found 
between toes that continually rub to- 
gether. To prevent both types of corns, 
wear shoes long and wide enough for 
your toes. The treatment for corns is

to pad the areas around the corns, but 
never over the corns. Manual debride- 
ment with a pumice stone or abrasive 
sponge will remove some of the dead 
skin mass. Never take a sHarp edge to 
pare down the mass. A slight cut can 
lead to infection and the loss of a digit. 
Application of lamb’s wool or asponge 
between toes can buffer the areas of 
discomfort. 

Warning: avoid over-the-counter 
corn preparations — they remove the 
corn and any healthy skin touching the 
corn. A permanent solution to the corn 
is to have the enlarged bones reduced 
by your podiatrist. 

Calluses are like corns, accumula- | 
tions of hard, dead skin that protect the 
feet from friction and excess pressure. 
The difference is that they are found 
on the bottom of your feet, whereas 
corns are found on top of your feet. 
Wearing the correct shoes and cush- 
ioned innersoles will prevent calluses. 


‘The treatment for calluses is the same 


as that for corns. 
Next month we will learn more 
about common foot problems.
